James Monroe Smith today 
that he was "advvised to 
leave the state of Louis- 
iana" when he resigned as

University June 25 was call- 
ed "nonsense and untrue" by for- 
mer Governor Richard W. Leche, 
who accepted Smith's resignation, 


Reached at his home in Cov- 
Ington, La., by telephone Leche 
said Smith's statement was "ab- 
surd on the face of it." Smith 
did not say who advised him to 
" leave. 


"Anyone 
who was present in 
the mansion at the time, any of 
those men, will say the same 
thing that it is nonsense and un- 
true," Leche 
said 
In reply to 
Smith's assertion he had been 
given to understand there was no 
foundation for institution of crim- 
inal prosecution against him. 


"Just to show how foolish 
II 
Is," Leche continued, "would any- 
one there advise him to leave 
after we had announced we were 
going to make an investigation 
at Baton Rouge. 


Leche said he already had glv- 
i the East Baton Rouge parish 
and jury complete details sur- 
ounding circumstances of Smith's 
[resignation. 
"Petlttioner avers that Sunday, 


' June 25, 1939, he resigned his po- 
sition' aa^'pTOBMenty-of' L. S. U., 
that he was advised to leave the 
xtate of Louisiana," Smith said In 
i a petition filed today in federal 
dstrct court here.

The measure, by Representative 
Smith (D-Va), calls for an Inquiry 
to determine whether a ne.w board 
to administer the Wagner labor ac( 
should be created and what effect 
the board may have had on employ- 
er and labor relations.

claimed 
the 
Inquiry 
was necessary, to meet "tremend- 
ous pressure" from all parts of the 
country while opponents asked ac- 
tion be deferred until labor com- 
mittees . of both the senate and 
house could conclude their hearings 
on Wagner act amendments and 
make 
recommendations of their 
own. 
The vote on final approval came 
shortly after a test vote of 268 to 
131 disclosed a. majority of repre- 
sentatives were for the investiga- 
tion.

now have an enrollment of more 


than 1,000 students. Any reason- 
able person knows under such 
conditions little genuine teaching 
can be done. I hate to preach 
such a doctrine, but a system of 
selectivity of students is bound 
to come unless the people of Tex- 
as stop pouring their students 
upon us and refusing their finan- 
cial support." 
Dr. W. J. McConnell, president

College, and Dr. L. H. Hub- 
bard, president of the Texas State 
College for Women, both at Den-

"Our slash of $50,000 will han- 
dicap us during the next blen- 
nlum," said Dr. Hubbard, "but 
we are planning to make the best 
of it."

Our personality for today's study 


Is Asa, good son of a bad father 
and a bad grandfather. The folly 
of the latter, King Rehoboam, had 
lost two-thirds of his kingdom; and 
his son, Abljah, who 
succeeded 
him for a short reign, followed in 
his footsteps. So Asa had Inher- 
ited bad blood from his father 
and grandfather. But he had also 
the blood of Solomon and David 
in his veins, and the tradition ot 
their character and religion. 


Nobody is doomed by his ances- 
try; the science which BO declares 
is false. Bad and good mingle in 
the blood of all of us. Our sover- 
eign wills may incline us to the 
best or the worst of our inherit- 
ance. In this new western world 
we see on every hand noble and 
effective men and women 
who 
have sprung from the most un- 
favorable beginnings. I know an 
old preacher whose 
antecedents 
were worse than poor; the only 
effect of this that I have seen 
in him is a tendency toward aris- 
tocratlcness and snobbery! It Is 
sheer pagan fatalism to assume 
that anybody comes into the world 
completely doomed by his fore- 
bears. After Rehoboam and Abl- 
jah, we find good King Asa. 
Getting Down to Basis. 


Asa. had more sense than many 


a ruler and official today. He per- 
ceived, as multitudes of moderns 
do not, that the one essential, de- 
terminative factor in the life of a 
people is Its loyalty to the living 
God. 
On every hand we are trying 


reforms, whereas it Is religion we 
need. It Is the springs of charac- 
ter that must he changed. Chris- 
tian officials do not graft, or wink 
at corruption. Christian business 
men do not treat their employes 
unfairly. 
Christian men do not 
cheat the merchant or the income 
tax collector. Christian 
citizens 
are loyal to their flag and coun- 
try. Christian neighbors help one 
another. 
In short, when a person Is in 
right relations with God he is also 
in right relations with everybody 
else. Asa saw that Judiah's basic 
sin was its departure from the true 
worship of Jehovah, and its turn- 
ing to heathen idols. Therefore he 
entered upon a drastic campaign 
to extirpate idol worship from the 
nation. It was a huge task. It 
even 
necessitated 
burning 
his 


mother's hideous idol, and depriv- 
ing her of authority. Wo are loft 
to Imagine the opposition he met 
from powerful devotees of the 
pagan cults—the entrenched priest- 
hood, the vested commercial inter- 
ests, and all the forms of fantl- 
cal idolatry. But Asa's heart did 
not fail him, and he made a good 
Job of it. 


On the surface of the story lies 
the stern admonition to us of to- 
day to go and do likewise. If we 
had wisdom adequate for our pres- 
sent crises we would be restoring 
religion to its rightful place in the 
nation. Instead of Joining new 
patriotic societies, and attending 
hysterical meetings, men and wom- 
en would be giving themselves to 
the simple task of gathering young

people into the Sunday School and 
church. They would be 
sitting 


down in conferences upon practi- 
cal ways of making their 
local 


churchos more effective. And they 
would tax their brains and devo- 
tion and activity to give God the 
right of way over every depart- 
ment of our common life. 
An Earlier Cromwell 


Like Cromwell in 
later 
ages, 


Ann's motto seems to have been 
the equivalent of "Trust in 
God, 
and koep your powder dry." He 
cleaned up and built Up Judah. 
Our Lesson text contains a long 
recital of the measures of public 
defense that he put through. He 
fortified the cities and established 
measures of preparedness against 
the day when he should have to 
resist oppression. "So they built 
and prospered," runs the record. 
Preparedness is always the way 


of wisdom, although It may easily 
bo turned into unwise militarism. 
The sort of pacifism that will not 
defend its most precious heritage 
ge.ts scant support from Scripture. 
There must be a physical rearm- 
ament in every nation that would 
survive today; but there must also 
bo a moral rearmament. 


Old Names Come Back 
There was no Suez Canal 
in 


Asa'fl day; so the land bridge to 
Africa woa open. Over this came 
an invading horde of Ethiopians, 
We know that ancient oriental fig- 
ures must always 
be 
accepted 


with reservations; but the army of 
Zerah, the Ethiopian, was vastly 
superior to that of Asa. In deep 
devotion and faith, Asa cried un- 
to Jehovah for help, and he was 
succored. Even so, the prayers of 
Christendom averted a world war 
at the time of the Munich crisis 
last September. Statesmen blun- 
dered, but God heard 
mankind's 
prayer for peace. 


Clear down to Gerar, below Ga- 
za, Ana chased the fleeing Ethio- 
pians. That seems remote and un- 
real territory to us; yet it is al- 
most the focus of Great Britain's 
present problem. For the new im- 
perial plans project a second canal 
from the 
Mediterranean region 


about Gerar to the Gulf of Akaba, 
on the Red Sea, almost following 
the route of the Children of Israel 
under Moses. 
The Folly of Alliances 
Later, Asa, fell Into the 
great 


blunder which is plaguing the state- 
craft of today. When threatened 
by the 
Northern 
Kingdom, he 


bribed Bcnhadad, king of Syria, to 
break his alliance with Israel and 
to come to Judah's defense. This 
treaty with Syria brought tempo- 
rary victory, but also at least a 
partial loss of liberty, and a train 
of woes. 


God's prophet warned Asa that 
he should trust only in Jehovah, 
and not lean on Svrla. How hard 
is simple faith! 
"High 
politics" 


and "power politics" may 
mean 
lowness of life and weakness. God 
Is the only defense Who does not 
fail.

forty-nine years Grady Klnsolvlng 
Corpus Christ! newspaper publish- 
er who died early Tuesday in 
Temple, had much to do with de- 
velopment of both western and 
southern Texas. 


Hid career as newspaper reporter 
and publisher, sportsman and sol- 
dier brought htm into contact with 
an unusually large number of peo- 
ple of every walk of life. Friends 
from boyhood declared he never 
forgot a person with whom he had 
any dealings. 
On his occasional 


visits In Abilene, his former home, 
he was kept busy greeting and vis- 
iting those friends, who ranged 
from the region's wealthiest men 
to the "colored help,"—cafe waiters 
and stable boys at West Texas fair 
park. 


Klnsolving. attended Southwest- 


ern University and the University 
of Missouri. Poor health that bo- 
set him at Intervals over many 
years he attributed originally to 
over exertion as a track man In his 
freshman year at Missouri. 


His first newspaper experience, 


said his sister, Mrs. Henry J. Bass 
of Abilene, was as a cub reporter 
on the Galveston News. Ho also 
worked on the Dallas News. 


When General Pershlng led the 


expeditionary force into Mexico on 
the trail of the bandit leader, Villa, 
Klnsolving was 
with 
him as a 


lieutenant of artillery. During the 
world war he was an instructor 
at Camp Bowie, Fort Worth; Fort 
Sill, Okla.; and Camp Knox, Ky. 
Overseas service was denied him 
several times because ho was un- 
able to pass the necessary physic- 
al examination. 


Chamber Commerce Manager. 
Upon his discharge from the reg- 


ular army In 1919 ho returned to 
Abilene, the home of his parents, 
the late Col. and Mrs. W. C. Kin- 
solving. In that year he became 
city editor of the Abilene reporter, 
now the Reporter-News. 


In 1920 Klnsolvinp became man- 
ager of the Abilene Chamber of 
Commerce. His service was mark- 
ed by some of the most lasting ac- 
complishments in the history 
of 


the city. He Inaugurated semi-an- 
nual automobile racing meets /it 
the West Texas Fair park. These 
drew the largest crowds any pub- 
lic spectacle has even attracted 
here. The local track became one 
of the best-known dirt speedways 
In the country. 


Kinsolving was credited with es- 


tablishing Abllene's first perman- 
ent airport. It was known as Kin- 
solving Field. It Is today's muni- 
cipal air terminal, with larger acre- 
age and facilities, but 
developed 


from the site he chose. 


Typical of the later newspaper 


man was his "founding" of the 
Abilene Municipal Zoo. 
With a 


friend, he obtained one monkey and 
placed It in a cage in Fair Park. 
Other animals were donated until 
the two were hard-pressed to feed 
them. They then got the board of 
city commissioners to take it over. 


It Is one of the largest small city 
zoos In the south.

Kinsolving was ono of the early 


presidents of the 
South 
Texas 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Grady Kinsolving came with his 
parents, the late Mr. and Mrs. W. 
C. Kinsolving to Corslcana when 
a mere boy and resided here until 
ho nttclned manhood's estate, at- 
tending tho local schools and grad- 
uating from the Corslcana High 
school. After leaving Corsicana he 
was with the Dnllus News as a re- 
porter for some time and later was 
representative of a utilities con- 
corn at Abilene going from there 
to Corpus Christ! where he has 
since resided. He was long inter- 
ested In military activities and was 
a member of local National Guard 
unit in Corsicana prior to partici- 
pating in the world war as an of- 
ficer.

Scientists can tell in ad- 


vance where and when the 
beetle will appear in great- 
est numbers. 
They 
have 


discovered certain

injurious to it. They have 
designed traps for its cap- 
ture and ultimate destruc- 
tion. They have establish- 
ed sixteen beetle stations 
in the fifteen states in the 
quarantine area. 


It all sounds like a suc- 


cessful 
anti-beetle 
cam- 


paign, but it isn't. The 
same authorities and ex- 
perts have not succeeded 
in stopping the advance of 
this alien creature, from 


• its first appearance in New 
Jersey across .the country 
to Ohio and Virginia and 
north to parts. o£ New 
Hampshire and Maine. 


The 
authorities 
don't 


even know much yet about 
the beetle's breeding and 
feeding habits. They only 
know it does great dam- 
age and that it mysteri- 
ously disappears from reg- 
ions where it has been pre- 
valent and as mysteriously 
appears in others former- 
ly* free from it. It is dis- 
tressing 
to 
realize 
how 


hard it is for humans to 
outwit insects. 


THE GOOD-BAD 
CROW. 


There's 
a 
hunter 
in 


Ohio who has specialized 
in killing crows. He says 
he has slain thousands of 
the 
birds. His rate of 


slaughter 
h a s 
increased 


greatly in recent years as 
he has developed what he 
calls proper crow-hunting 
equipment.. 


He uses great 
horned 


owls—stuffed 
or 
alive— 


'for decoys. 
On a 
fence 


post or in a tree, he says, 
they attract flocks of crows 
quickly. 
Sometimes 
he 


•uses china eggs for bait, 
but they are less success- 
ful. 
He has a bird-calling 


device 
made 
of 
cedar 


which imitates the cawing 
of the crows so well that 
real birds follow his auto- 
mobile along the road. 


This hunter not only en- 


joys his sport but fancies 
himself as a big help to 
farmers and a protector of 
songbirds. The latter claim 
may have some justifica- 
tion. Crows, and especial- 
ly fish-crows, are robbers 
of birds' nests. Crows do 
pull up and eat sprouting 
corn, too, but not in such 
quantities as to do much 
damage except when flocks 
of them get too large. Or- 
nithologists who have stu- 
died the crow's habits now 
say that he is more help 
than hindrance to agricul- 
ture because of the great 
numbers of injurious 
in- 


sects and their larvae that 
he devours. He is also a 
useful scavenger. 


The verdict of those who 


understand the situation is 
that it is well to keep the 
crow population under con- 
trol but most unwise to 
seek its extermination.

Native American

Germany 


with Intention of hardening Amer- 
ican isolationist opinion and dam- 
aging British and French ties with 
Poland.

PITTSBURGH, July

Catholic Blshcm Robert E. Lucey 
of Amarlllo, Tex., declared here 
America could exert a tremendous 
influence for world peace merely by 
Informing aggressor nations she 
would sell munitions to their vie 
tims in event of war. 


He emphasized there was no 
such thing as "Isolation" because 
"wo cannot shake off our member- 
ship in the human race" and de- 
clared it was not necessary for 
"America to police the world." 


"We do demand, however," as- 
serted the bishop in a radio ag-

ROOSEVELT AND HULL TOLD 


CONGRESS WOULD NOT 


ACT THIS SESSION 


WASHINGTON, July 19. 


—OT—A White House aide 
said today President Roose- 
velt would have to call a 
special session of congress 
to act on neutrality legisla- 
tion should a crisis develop 
in Europe after adjourn- 
ment. 
The statement came from Stephen 
Early, Mr. Roosevelt's press secre- 
tary. 
Then asked whether the presi- 
dent was going to take the neutral- 
ity issue to the country, Early re- 
plied: 
"I'm certain of one thine, that 
from the time congress adjourns 
until It reconvenes in January, tha 
president will pray as never before 
in all his life that there will be no 
new crisis in Europe." 
The president reluctantly accept- 
ed last night the advice of senate 
leaders that he should 
abandon 
hope of obtaining neutrality revis- 
ion—principally repeal of the arms 
embargo—this session but 
there 
were strong indications that from 
now until the issue arises at the 
start of the next session he will 
take his fight for repeal directly to 
the people. 
Chairman Pittman (D-Nev) of 
the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee, who attended the confer- 
ence last night, said ho did not 
think any fight 
Mr. Roosevelt 
might make would take the form 
of President Wilson's famous cam- 
paign for the League of Nations. 
Wilson Stumped Nation 
Mr. Wilson stumped the nation 
for support of the league. 
"On the other hand," Pittman 
•aid, "it would be quite natural 
for him In any speeches he might 
make in regard to the general wel- 
fare to express his position with 
regard to neutrality legislation." 
Senate Majority Leader Barkley, 
another conferee, likewise told re- 
porters he had "gained the impres- 
sion" Mr. Roosevelt would not wage 
a campaign in behalf of views but 
that he might refer to the neu- 
trality problem in his speeches. 
Similarly, Senator Austin (R-Vt) 


•aatd he had first gathered 
Mr.

McNutt and his associates in 
the security job plan, for the pres- 
ent, seek to find what overlapping 
functions 
exist 
In the 
agencies 


and what dead wood can be cut 
out. 
They are not unmindful of 


the fact the many fingers of these 
offices reach back into millions of 
homes scattered al lover the land. 


The office of education, for ex- 


ample, handles funds 
for land 


grant colleges, directs vocational 
schools, deals with educators of 
many kinds. 


Nearly every man who wants a 


job, or who wants unemployment 
compensation, visits the federal 
employment service sooner or la- 
ter. 


The National Youth Administra- 


tion has helped several million 
young people to jobs and educa- 
tion. 
The Civilian Conservation 


Corps has set others to planting 
saplings, 
building 
conservation' 


dams, and making other Improve- 
ments all over the country. 


Public health work reaches Into 
every city of any size and into 
many rural areas. And the social 
security program, both In Its Im- 
plications and in its actual, snow- 
balling operations probably touch- 
es more citizens than any other 
government agency. 


McNutt's aides say he will tread

compliance and parity payments 
total only $6,100,000 more than 
then 1939 appropiration. The 1940 
total appropirated for benefit pay- 
ments 
is 
$772,600,000, compared 


with $766,500,000 In 1939. 
Farm leaders said today the $6,- 


100,000 additional fund would be 
more than eaten up by payments 
going to farmers complying with 
th« program for the first time. 
Edw-ird A. O'Neal, president of 


the American Farm Bureau Feder- 


ation, whose organization took the 
lead In pushing the huge appro- 
priation bill through congress, es- 
timated today 92 per cent of the 
cotton planters, 85 per cent of the 
corn growers and 80 per cent of 
the wheat producers, a consider-

—Discovery that someone wearing 
high heel boots participated in 
the struggle in which Walter J. 
Dlckson, 74, former Texas mer- 
chant, was fatally beaten, compli- 
cated efforts of officers today to 
solve the mystery. 


Dlcltson, who recently sold 
a 


small store near Spur, Texas, was 
en route to California in a 1933 
(Chevrolet) sedan, towing; a trail- 
er, when he was attacked, with 
robbery apparently the motive. 


Sheriff Dan Divelbess said the 
attack 
occurred about midnight 
Saturday. 
Dickson, unconscious 


and badly battered, was 
found 


yesterday, off U, S. Highway 76, 
near the Painted Desert country, 
and five miles from his automo- 
bile. He died in a Winslow, Ariz., 
hospital last night. 


The mystery 
was 
heightened 


when Divelbess recalled that a 
one-legged cowboy, Labe Hitson, 
was clubbed to death recently on 
the Jamleson ranch, In the vicin- 
ity of where Dickson was beaten, 


and that an automobile parts 
salesman 
disappeared 
several 


weeks ago after leaving Holbrook 
for Gallup, N. M. 
Both cases still are unsolved. 
Divelbess reported evidence of 


a terrific struggle in a field about 
50 feet and across a wire fence 
from the Dickson car, Dickson, 
who had on no shoes when found, 
was barefoot at the time of the 
struggle, Divelbess said. 
There were tracks of two other 


men, 
believed to be hitch-hikers 


and who previously had been seen 
with Dickson, besides those of a 
man wearing cowboy boots. 
The man wearing boots, Divel- 


bess said, ran from the scene and 
150 feet away tossed a heavy re- 
volver into a clump of bushes. 
Handles 
of 
the 
revolver 
were 


found on the car floor, and it 
was believed Dickson had been 
clubbed with the gun's butt. 


The weapon had been snapped 


twice and Divelbess expressed be- 
lief the owner fried to shoot Dick- 
son before using, the gun as a 
club. 


Descriptions of the two young 


men who had been seen with 
Dickson were broadcast to 
offi- 
cers.
